Time will reveal that he will 
fully redeem his pledge to make himself a 
good Governor. 


A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


Owing to the lack of sufficiont'troops with 


which to garrison the captured towns in tbe 
Philippines the American forces have been 
obliged to evacuate points of vantage in or- 
der to follow up tbe fleeing enemy. 
General 


Ot)s has informed the Department at Wash- 
ington tliat it will require 100,000 American 
soldiers 10 "pacify" (ho islands. The enor- 
mity of tbe assumed responsibilities of the 
United States is becoming manifest. At the 
beginning of the campaign there was a dis- 
position to object to the granting of General 
Merrill's request for 20,000 men to take 
upon his expedition, but time lias served to 
demonsti ale Merrill's wisdom. The proba- 
bility is that the rebellion will lost for years 
unless tbe insurgents are granled indepen- 
dence in some ibrrn. 


Prom u Filipino view point it appears that 


the dusky inhabitants of the Philippines see 
no greater personal advantages to be ob- 
tained under American than Spanish rule. 
The only difference apparent to them is that 
the new power is conducting a more vigorous 
and deadly campaign than was waged by the 
Spaniards. The Spaniards never disturbed 
the insui gents to any alarming extent, but 
within the last few months they have been 
driven from town lo town, by their "libera- 
tors." 


The only hope the Americans have is in 


fighting hard and compelling complete sub- 
jection. That this will require a long time, 
the expenditure of, an immense amount of 
money and a great sacrifice of life is now 
conceded. The United fetates Army labors 
under nwny disadvantages. The climate is 
such that it has a debilitating effect upon the 
soldiers from the United States and disease 
and exhaustion frequently accomplish what 
hostile bullets do not. The enemy never 
enters into open battle, but advantage is tak- 
en of ambushed positions. 
General Lawlon 


has already ntaled lhat his men cannot fight 
in such a fashion. 


The volunteers in the Philippines are anx- 


ious to return home, and although, great in- 
ducements have been offered to them by 
General Otis to re-enlist it is stated that only 
7 per cent, has signified a 'willingness to re- 
main in the service. 


That voluntary enlistment will bo difficult 


to obtain in the future is likely. 
The great 


distance Irom home, the absence of patriotic 
enthusiasm wbiob fills tbe breast of the ordi- 
nary Amrrican when his country's honor is 
assailed, theknowlego that a guerilla war- 
fare is to be indulged in, all militate against 
gathering new recruits. 


The Administralion has a difficult prob- 


lem to solve and it is earnestly hoped that 
some settlement will be effected before long, 
which will put an end to the dreadful war- 
fare—a settlement which will prevent the 
further shedding of the blood of brave Amer- 
ican soldiers. 


The country reposes its confidence in 


President McKialey and his administration, 
and the nation expects a conscientious and 
patriotic adjustment of the great difficulties. 


It is undoubtedly a gross assumption to 


ndulge in a mediocre criticism of a policy 
which has been adopted after a communion 
of the great intelleols of the country, but to 
a person who is at the foot of the t\?\ and 
cannot ga?e upon the beautiful vista of colo- 
nial expansion, it looks as though the United 
Hates made a mistake when it bargained for 
a beautiful archipelago ami in reality got a 
lerpetual insurrection, 


The preieat situation is one of grave im- 


tortance, but it is believed that the Presi- 
dent with his abundant knowledge and 
hristian forlilude will be able to reach a 
alisfaclory conclusion.

and en its committees such women as Mrs, 
Cornelius R. Agnew, Mrs. Andrew Carnegie, 
Mrs. Richard Watson Gilder, Mrs. David H. 
Greer, Mrs. Abram S. Hewitt, Mrs. Trenor 
L. Park, Mrs. Henry Seligman, Mrs. Schuy- 
ler Van Rensselaer, and others of like pro- 
minence. These women, foreseeing 
the 


burdens and the dangers which threatened 
the women of this country through the ill- 
advised efforts offcn obstreperous few to se- 
cure suffrage for them, have—reluotanly, be- 
cause of the publicity it involves, but with n 
determination that tells—taken up the work 
of defending their sex from this evil. They 
are pointing out, as does the chairman in 
her report, the iaot that the franchise brings 
responsibilities which women are, and ever 
will be, physically unable to meet, and that 
with the ballot box must come influences 
which cannot but be baneful to the moral and 
social well-being of the sex. They are ad- 
vocates, every one of them, of all the means 
and movements of the day that tend to the 
real development of what is best in woman, 
to the real advancement of Ihe sex, and it is 
for this very reason that they have arrayed 
themselves against the woman suffrage move- 
ment, the success of which, (hey are wise 
enough to see, means degradation instead of 
elevation.

Governor. Stone's action in attempting to 
regulate State finances from a purely busi- 
ness standpoint. 
The Sun has a reputation 


for the soundness of its conclusions and any 
comment upon a matter whioh is disturbing 
the people of Pennsylvania is of special in- 
terest 
The Sun says : 


Governor Stone has made almost as much 


havoc with the General Appropriation bill as 
was caused by his predecessor two years ago. 
He has recognized neither friend nor foe in 
consideration of this important measure, and 
all pressure that was brought to bear in favor 
of certain interested persons was qf.no avail. 
The Governor hewed to the line and lias 
managed to save the Commonwealth, a land- 
some^sum by Ihe pruning process whioh he 
vigorously applied. His mosl important cut 
is $1,000,000 from the appropriation for the 
common schools, leaving $10,000,000 for the 
two years beginning June 1. The Governor 
reviews the history of the publio school ap- 
propriation, showing how it had grown from 
$1,000,000 annually in 1874 to $5,500,000 
in 1893, since which time it has continued 
at that figure. 


The five and a half millions do not include 


the appropriation made for the maintenance 
and support of the State orphans' schools, 
State noimal schools and expenses incident 
to the support of the Department of Public 
Instruction, the payment of salaiies of oounly 
school superintendents and the large appro"- 
pnations to the State College and other edu- 
cational institution1). More than six of the 
eleven millions received by the State each 
year go to support the cause of education. 
Governor Stone therefore concludes that in 
tbe present embarrassed condition of the 
Stale Treasury the educational interests will 
suffer less from a cut than the charitable in- 
stitutions and hospitals. He has cut the 
normal schools $130,000 for 1900 and $26,- 
000 is lopped off the item for payment of 
salaries of county superintendents. 


Governor Stone also vetoes items in the 


general bill for certain employes of Ihe Leg- 
islature of 1897, whioh items were disap- 
proved by his predecessor. He says the 
question of extra employes was fully consid- 
ered by the Legislature of 1897 and h's 
predecessor, and he does not feel justified iu 
opening it anew at this lime. 


Il is said to be the intention of the Gov- 


ernor to veto the appropriation for the St ilc 
College at Bellefonte and also the bill creat- 
ing an additional judgeship in Erie County. 
His vetoes have saved about $1,600,000, and 
he hopes by care and economy to see the un- 
paid appropriations liquidated and the State 
placed on a sound financial basis.

Hundreds of Postmasters will have Iheir 


salaries increased on July 1 says the Con- 
shohocken Recorder. Every year the salaries 
of Ihe Presidental Postmasters are readjusted, 
and this year the phenomenal increase in the 
postal receipts will result to the advantage 
of many of the Postmasters. 
The increase of 


this year can be estimated in the millions, 
and the tola! receipts will range between 
$90,000,000 and $100,000,000. The returns 
so far received from the Post Offices indicate 
that as Ihe result of the coming adjustment 
in the neighborhood of one hundred Post Of- 
fices will be lifted from the fourth class to 
third class, Ihe lower class to second class, 
and quite a good number will be promoted in- 
to first class. Every year a few offices drop 
back into the next class below but this year 
such offices will be few. Some of them make 
tremendous advances one year and lose them 
the next. This is often due to the establish- 
ment in the vicinity of patent medicine 
firms or other industiies which use the mail 
largely. 
At limes they send out more mail 


than at others and the receipts of the offices 
are correspondingly increased. Then the firm 
ceases advertising for a while and the receipts 
drop off. This was noticeable in the case of 
Lowell last month, when the circular adver- 
tising of a firm there sent the receipts up 
to 200 per cenl more than those for the cor- 
responding month of 1898.
